She was born about 30 years ago in 
Eureka, where her father, Ben Cohen, 
kept a clothing store and became 
w ealthy. 
She returned to Eureka 
from the seminary when sh* was 18 
years old, and was the belle of the 
town. 1 ' Pretty, w itty, graceful and 
vivacious, she possessed all the requi­ 
sites for the breaking of hearts, 
Her first victim was the nephew of 
a well known capitalist, and her con­ 
duct w ith him created such a scandal 
th a t her parents sent her to the care 
of relatives in San Francisco.

To her parents she wrote 
th a t she was studying for the stage 
and she always carefully concealed 
from them the fact th a t she was lead­ 
ing a gay life.

26. 
During this time 106 witnesses 
have been examined by the commis­ 
sion on behalf of the employes and 
employers. 
Yesterday’s session was devoted to 
the testimony of Mayor John P. Hop­ 
kins, Stew art Charles Wade, W. F. 
Guion, 
Richard Mooney, Sylvester 
K eliher 
and 
George W. Howard. 
Mayor Hopkins’ testim ony consumed 
the greater part of the afternoon, 
and he was called to give rebuttal 
testimony on behalf of 
the em­ 
ployes and the American Railway 
Union. 
He gave in detail w hat he 
knew relative to the strike and con­ 
tradicted the testimony of John M. 
Egan, wherein he said he told the 
mayor th at if he was in his place he 
wouldn’t allow himself to be a mes­ 
senger boy for the American Railway 
Union. The mayor said, most em phat­ 
ically, Mr. Egan did not make the 
statem ent, and, furtherm ore, he would 
not have allowed the business man­ 
ager of the Railway Managers* asso­ 
ciation to talk to him in such a manner. 
Mayor Hopkins testified th at during 
the riots a t the stock yards and else­ 
where the police were aided, in their 
efforts to suppress disorder, by mem­ 
bers of the A. R. U. 
He then read the 
correspondence between himself and 
Gen. Miles, which has heretofore been 
published. 
“I say this because I have never 
protested agamist the federal troops 
notw ithstanding the fact th at I might 
have felt th a t they should have called 
upon the city or municipal authori­ 
ties before calling them in." 
Other witnesses testified as to the 
good conduct of the A. R U, men 
during the strike. 
W. F. Guion, who 
at the time of the strike was a re­ 
porter, testified as to the burning of 
cars during the strike. 
He said the 
mobs were made up for the most part 
of hoodlums and not railroad men. 
Vice-President Howard w ent into a 
long explanation of the meeting at 
Blue Island. 
He adm itted hs said 
th a t Mr. Pullm an ought to be hung, 
but said he did not say th a t he would 
like to be the one to hang him. 
Syl­ 
vester Keliher, the secretary of the 
A. II. U., said he had given to the 
commission all the letters and tele­ 
grams asked by th at body. 
A fter the adjournm ent of the com­ 
mission Chairman W right expressed 
himself well satisfied w ith the wosk of 
th a t body. 
He said they had ex­ 
amined 106 witnesses and the expendi­ 
tu r e s to Aug. 31 would be less than 
$1,500. 
“We are entirely satisfied 
w ith the course of the investigation,’* 
he said, “and feel greatly gratified 
w ith our policy which has brought be­ 
fore the commission the leading men 
on both 
sides of the controversy. 
Every thing was opened to us by the 
parties w ithout hesitation so far as I 
know. 
As soon as the testimony is 
w ritten up and placed in our hands we 
shall proceed to make our report and 
it will probably be ready about the 
middle of November. 
We have ad­ 
journed to Sept 26 and then we will 
m eet in W ashington for the purpose 
of hearing any new or supplem entary 
facts necessary for our information.’’ 
This morning United States D istrict 
Attorney Dixon will hold a conference 
over the strike suits, which will come 
up for trial a t the September term.

done th.s branch of trade.
